~The Rising Cost Of Living 


RISING LIVING COSTS HAVE BEEN Q(AUSING concern in all parts 
of Canada during the past few months. On December 1st,'1947, the cost of 
living index stood at 146, and it is expected that when the next report of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics is'made public in February, this figure 
may sltow an increase, due to the continued advances in the prices of Some 
commodities. Some time ago, officials of the Dominion Department of 
Finance predicted that the cost of living index would not likely go higher 
than 145, but it now appears that it may exceed that figure considerably. 
In 1920, which was the peak year of inflation in Canada following the First 
Great War, the cost of living index was 145.4, whitch was a record for high 
living costs in the Dominion. In calculating the presént cost of living index, 
the basic figure of 100 represents price levels between the years 1935 and 
1939. * ne ¢ 8 86 

The figure given for December ist, 1947, shows that the 
Rapid Rate cost of living is now almost fifty per cent. higher than 
Of Increase it was inthe basic period, and that it has risen 18.9|' 
STi points in the past year. Since April, 1947, the increase 
‘was shown to be 15.4 points, indicating that there was a rapid advance in 
prices between April and December’ of last year. Although the prices of 
almost all goods’ have risen, increases in the price of food are believed to be 
the main cause of the rapid rise in the cost of living index. Such decisive 
upward trends in living costs indicate inflation, which is apparently an un- 
avoidable accompaniment to the economic upheaval caused: by war. Through 
price controls, subsidies; and other measures, Canadians were for some time 
protected from inflation, but it was inevitable that these controls should 
eventually be lifted and that we should pass through a@ period of economic

EDMONTON. — Alberta farmers 
have répaid $7,108,740 of $10,343,810 
made in loans by the Canadian Farm 
Loan board: 

Ninety-seven out of every 100 bor- 
rowers in. the province had no first 
mortgage interest arrears at March 
31 last. During the past fiscal year, 
borrowers in Alberta’ paid $456,530 
on account of principal. 

The board lent an average of $3,- 
860,000 a year to Canadian farmers , 
during the first 10 years of its opera-

NEW BLIGHT OF OATS 
IS NOW WIDESPREAD 


Characteristic symptoms of the | 
new blight of oats, caused by .a| 
fungus known*as helminthospor- 
ium victoriae, are brownish lesions ! 
at the base of infected plants, ac-| 
companied by a-striping and red- | 
dening of the lower leaves which ' 
progresses to the upper ones. 

This new blight of oats was found | 
in 1947 for the first time in 1 Cana- | 
|da where it has been recorded from | 
all: provinces except Alberta, Says | 
Dr. W. C. Broadfoot, Division of. 
Botany and Plant. Pathology, Do- | 
minion Department of Agriculture | 
Ottawa. It was first observed in! 
the field in the United States in! 
1945. Since then, it has become | 
more widespread and the damage’ 
more severe: there each year, pre- 
sumably due to the wide distribu- 
tion of susceptible oat varieties and 
the consequent increase of the fun- 
gus on the seed and in the soil. 

Susceptible oat’ varieties are 
those that have the variety Vic- 
toria as a parent and possess its 
resistance to crown rust. The wide- 
spread distribution of such variet- 
ies in recent years has been one of. 
the chief factors favoring the de- 


velopment of this new blight. An-— 


other contributing factor is the 
failure of seed treatment to con-' 


trol infection once the fungus be-' 


comes established in the soil.
